Dear Mrs, Seaman & Clasa, 


My name is Gilbert Barr. I am an 
Eskimo boy writing you and your class 
this letter from Wrangell Institute, 
a school for Eskimo and Indian boys 
and girls. 

I came to Wrangell from my home 
town, Deering, Alaska which is locat- 
ed about 45 miles below the Arctic 
Circle on the Seward Peninsula. 


Lite in my hometown is like that 
of any typical Eskimo village. The 
people at home ` ususally fish, bunt 
and trap all the‘year around. In 
thesummertime, I usually help my 
parents by chopping wood, taking care 
of the dogs, which are the main type 
to transportation in the wintertime, 
hauling water, help cut and hara the 
fish, and various other household 
activities, My father works in a 
gol mine, which is located about 
20 miles out of town in the summer 
time, and works for a reindeer 
herder for most of the winter, of 
course he hunts and traps for food, 
clothing, and furse At home, we 
have a mailplane twice awek (weather 
permitting)’ and once a year the M.S. 
North Star brings supplies like food, 
lumber, gasoline, coal, and other ` 
items that is needed by the villege 
for thecoming winter. Then for the 
rest of the year hardly anything goes 
on except for movies every Saturday 
night at the school building, and 
celebrations on various holidays of 
the year such as Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, and so on.

When the whaling season is over, 
after catching a good amount of 
whales, the Eskimos have feasts in 
June, They pass out to everybody 
whale mucktuck. (black part or the 
whale about an inch thick). The 
part of mucktuck is the flipper 
of the whale, They cut out the 
flipper into pieces and give 
everyone their share, 

There are two places where they 
feast, One belongs to certain 
people that go to it. The other 
belongs to the other people that 
go to it, For example, this is 
like the two parties, the Repub-
